And so we find in the First Com- 
mandment that God has instructed us 
to concentrate our four faculties of 
thought, feeling, soul experience, and 
the strength gained by such concen- 
tration, or coordination, in love of 
the Lord our God. 


The last part of our Command- 
ment is the injunction giving correct 
use of the God Power which we have 
unfolded through correc loving 
God. It tells us: And thy neighbour 

* as thyself. To love thy neighbour as 
thyself is to love with all the in- 
creased potency and power, or ability 
to act, which we have unfolded. The 
unfolding of God Power becomes 
unfolding the capacity to love. 


The first interpretation usually 
coming to mind regarding this in- 
junction is that one should do every 


physical thing for one’s neighbour 
that one would do for one’s self. And 
while this is so and fine, this injune- 
tion goes far deeper than this one 
interpretation. It says quite plainly: 
love thy neighbour as thyself. If God 
is One Pure Essence, then to love thy 
neighbour as thyself is to know that 
he is thyself. It can be no other way 
if God is One Pure Essence. 


We can experience perfect mental 
blending with our neighbour upon 
the same subject. We can become so 
emotionally attuned to another that 
we have no feeling of separativeness. 
We can so share our activities with 
another person that we seem as one 
doing the same task. It is only the 
physical body that appears separate, 
blinding us to the reality of our 
wholeness in God, our Oneness in 
God. When we come to know and to 
feel that our neighbour is ourself in 
God, then loving our neighbour as 
ourselves becomes in our conscious- 
ness an ins¢parable part of ourselves. 
We do eis autématically as breath- 
ing. The integrity of our neighbor 
is our integrity; the welfare of our 
neighbor is our welfare; we know 
truly that we are our brother’s keeper, 
for he and I are One Pure Essence, 
which is God. We are God’s image 
and likeness unfolded in physical 

` consciousness. This is right use of 
God Power. 

And then that certain lawyer asked 
Jesus, secking to justify himself: 
And who is my neighbour? 

And, again, Jesus sought to aid 
the lawyer in the unfoldment of his 
own inner self by withholding a di- 
rect answer, choosing instead to in- 
corporate his aid to the man in par- 
able form. This parable is a beauti- 
ful lesson in the biblical law of 
sowing and reaping, or, as a man 
thinketh in his heart so is he. 


And Jesus answering the lawyer 
said: A certain man went down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among 
thieves, which stripped him of his 
raiment, and wounded him, and de- 
parted, leaving him half dead. 


Let us take this first verse of our 
parable, phrase by phrase, laying bare 
the instruction given regarding the 
law of sowing and reaping. 


Jerusalem we could say means 
spiritual consciousness, while Jericho 
we could say means physical con- 
sciousness. Then it would follow that 
a certain man went down, descended, 
from high consciousness into low 
consciousness. The phrase, “fell a- 
mong thieves,” is misuse of strength 
which had been gained while in Jer- 
usalem, place of spiritual conscious- 
ness, through love of God with all 
one's faculties. This misuse, or 
thieves, through the law of sowing 
and reaping, stripped him of his 
raiment, 


Now the Holy Family and the 
Saints are pictured with a halo in 
back of their heads, This halo de- 
notes spiritual consciousness. This 
halo is also called an “aura.” “Rai- 
ment” as here used we could say 
means the spiritual aura which he 
had earned in Jerusalem, but which 
was stripped from him in Jericho, 
place of low consciousness, 


The next phrase, and wounded him, 
shows that his misuse of God Power, 
or Love Power, brought impairment 
of his physical body in reaction. 

hen we come to the phrases, “and 
departed, leaving him half dead.” 
Now when the reaping of what he 
had sown was completed, the penance 
was Withdrawn, or, “departed,” How 
ever, the certain man was left half 
dead, He had misused spiritual Love 
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Power to such an extent that when 
his harvest of misuse was over, he 
had little left with which to sustain 
life in his physical body. (He was 
far from the achievement of eternal 
life, or, eternal consciousness of life.) 

And by chance there came down 
a certain priest that way: and when 
he saw him, he passed by on the 
other side. This verse begins: And 
by chance there “came down” a cer- 
„tain priest that way. This “came 
down” suggests that the priest also 
had descended from spiritual con- 
sciousness into low consciousness. 
And when he saw the other who was 
paying for misused power, he passed 
by on the other side of the road. He 
recognized no lesson, or opportunity, 
there for himself. He was blind to 
the lesson of the reaping that follows 
exactly what one has sown. He was 
blind to the opportunity of paying 
for his own misuse through helping 
another redeem himself. In his blind- 
ness he was unable to see the subtle 
hypocrisy of his act, for he was fool- 
ing no one but himself. 

Not only did the priest’s action 
plainly bespeak hypocrisy, but he 
passed judgment with unspoken crit- 
icism. A true priest gives to others 
of the spiritual plenty that is his. 
The priest who saw a fellow man in 
need, and passed him by on the other 
side, professed to believe and teach 
one thing, while demonstrating the 
opposite. 

And likewise a Levite, when he 
was at the place, came and looked 
on him, and passed by on the other 
side. It would seem from this word- 
ing that the Levite was already on 
the low level of consciousness. to 
which the other had descended, for 
this says, “when he was at the place,” 
and nothing of “coming down.” 

The Levite here symbolizes the in- 
difference and the inertia of the idly 
curious. His attitude demonstrates 
lack of desire to aid in the Cosmic 
Plan of upward evolution for all 
living things; in fact, sheer ignor- 
ance of life itself beyond his own 
curiosity of the moment. 


“He passed by on the other side” 
shows the immediate separation in 
thought of both the priest and the 
Levite from the problem of the other. 
It meant nothing to chem. So they 
promptly forgot it. 

But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was: and 
when he saw him, he had compassion 
on him. Every phrase in this verse 
sings of the Initiate, for the Initiate 
is one who has coordinated his fac- 
ulties, his heart, his soul, his strength, 
and his mind into harmonious, loving 
consciousness of the oneness of all 
life, which is God, and who loves 
his neighbor as himself. 

The first two phrases, But a cer- 
tain Samaritan, as he journeyed, tells 
us that the Samaritan, or Initiate, 
had neither “come down,” noi 
he already there. He had unfolded 
the power to journty of his own free 
will, stopping to aid life on any 
plane of consciousness. The third

phrase, and when he saw him, tells 
us the Samaritan recognized the 
man’s problem and his need. Instead 
of passing by on the other side, the 
Samaritan, the fourth phrase inst S 
us, had compassion on him. He loved 


a neighbor as himself. 

The next verse: And went to him, 
and bound up his wounds, pi g 
in oil and wine, and set him on his 
own beast, and brought him 
inn, and took care of hi el he 
story of the Initiate who is 
about his Father’s business 

The Initiate went to the man and 
attuned himself to the man’s troub! 


He bound up his wounds: he lovinsly 
aided him in starting the healing 
process by teaching him thi h 
of the law of sowing and reapin 
which brought about the wounds in 
the first place. This is loving God 
with all one’s heart. 

Pouring in oil and wine is another 
mark of the Initiate for ot mbo 
lizes divine love and 
while the wine i 


faith in God's Power to ma! 
things. This is the love 
for God, 
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Elder Brothers. Some of these aro 
in a sense false claimants; some aro 
self-deluded; others are true claim- 
ants, and still others make no 
claims at all but work in silence un- 
seen and unknown, but all feel to a 
greater or less degree the impact of 
force bearing upon hu- 
manity’s need, which must eventually 
absorb the lower personality of man 
leaving the growing spiritual self to 


manifest in its truth and glory. All 


of these forms without exception are 
used by the unseen governing powers 
for whatever purpose of good they are 
best adapted and each lives through 
its cycle of usefulness of whatever 
character that may be. The false 
must become blended into the true,

Many such groups have been 
sourced far in the past and have 
manifested through the centuries in 
some form, coming into outer and 


- fuller activity at those times when 


the Law permits the individual units 
to be drawn together for such pur- 
pose. These efforts are redoubled 
when race formation is in prospect; 
much weeding and sifting must take 
place and today are springing into 
fare many of these groups who 

ave outgrown the old order; some 
conscious, some unconscious of their 
true function and purpose. These may 
be in isolated sections or in crowded 
centers; however that may be, none 
will be overlooked when comes the 
day of promised union, and each will 
be utilized to the fullest extent in the 
outworking of the Great Plan; all 
are needed and each true effort is 
loved and encouraged and guided by 
Those in real command, 


Many still exist under the law of 
separativencss — the old: this must 
be changed to unity —the new; and 
it must be enduringly built into race 
thought before it can be built into 
race life expression.

Each of the groups mentioned may 
build itself into a cell of purest love 
to occupy its given place in the 

eat body form now building in the 
thought of those who aspire, who 
suffer, and who adore the true ideal 
of a unified whole. Cement there 
must be “to link and to bind” to- 
gether all which has been of sepa- 
rative content, and it is not wanting 
now nor will it be when the hour 
strikes for conscious unified effort. 


In the light of the foregoing we 
wish to touch upon certain aspects 
of the outworking of Cyclic law in

Heavy and unwieldy bodies housing 
the forces of greed and selfishness 
focussed upon financial and political 
jower, fighting progress on every 
fend and operating for the enslave- 
ment of the people, must and will be 
removed to enable the operation of 
the incoming rule of Social Justice 
to come to full fruition, 


The great planetary influence a- 
bove referred to now coming into 
ositive, active power carries for the

The close of the 1943 convention 
marked the beginning of the unfold- 
ment and development of the various 
Departments created at that time. 
Since then, the membership has con- 
templated its new duties intensely, 
and many have joined the Depart- 
ments already organized so as to 
fit themselves for a real and effective 
place in the Lemurian Programme. 
Around the officers, who compose 
the Departmental Executive Council 
for Agriculture, a nucleus of fifteen 
members is now formulating the 
plans and activities for the coming 
year. 


The Department of Agriculture 
held its first meeting on July 19th 
at the Temple of the Jewelled Cross. 
The activities øf this Department 
are varied indeed and comprise 
everything from the cultivation of 
bees to the raising of earthworms, 
and from flax culture to soil build- 
ing. But since it is essential that 
the right thing be done first, and 
because most of the work requires 
the development of the pioneering 
spirit, the first steps must be cau- 
tious and rather deliberate and un- 
dertaken only after all viewpoints 
have been taken into consideration. 


Monday night has been chosen as 
the time for our weekly meetings and 
to date ten of such gatherings have 
been held. The attendance has been 

ractically 100 per cent, not count- 
ing the members who at present are 
residing at Ramona. In order to as- 
sure full cooperation of both the 
Ramona and Los Angeles member- 
ships, arrangements have been made 
for alternate monthly meetings at 
both places. In this manner the 
highest possible mutual understand- 
ing is achieved. 


Since the fertility of the soil is 
basic, natural methods are being in- 
vestigated and utilized for the con- 
tinuous productivity of the soil at 
the Gateway Estate. The humble 
earthworm has since time immemo- 
tial been the agent used by Nature 
to convert n matter into sub- 
which 957 growing plant can 
assimilate and use. As a be- 
1 „an earthworm culture bed 

as been established where thou- 
sands of earthworms and eggs are 
being reared for eventual transplan- 
tation into the soil at the Estate. 


Since an adequate amount of water 
also is of prime importance in a soil 
building program, as well as in 
raising food, we are at present using 
all means at. hand to establish an 
ample and continuous supply. This 
year considerable amounts of food 
have already been harvested and a 
great deal has been preserved for 
future use. 


In the Department of animal hus- 
bandry, bees and chickens have been 
purchased. 


To the ever expanding list of agri- 
cultural implements and machinery 
needed for cultivating the soil, 
Roto-Tiller tractor has been added. 


In all our work we ask to grow in 
worthiness and favor with both Na- 
ture and God uñtil we shall here and 
now become conscious citizens of the 
ideal society to be realized for the 
glorification of the earth in Right- 
use-ness through Divine guidance.

The question of obtaining water 
essential to the agricultural program 
at the Gateway Estate is still of par- 
amount interest to the Department. 
Much consideration has been given 
to the drilling of one or more large 
diameter wells, but the cost of such 
a program has temporarily delayed 
further action along this line. In the 
meantime, construction is being con- 
tinued on the hand-dug well which 
has now reached a depth of approx- 
imately 40 feet. It is hoped that this 
well will tide us over with sufficient 
water until such time as ihe drilled 
well can be precipitated. 


As another possible source of 
water supply, a plan was formulated 
whereby an earth dam with a concrete 
core wall would be constructed, and 
the water impounded in this basin 
would approximate a half million 
gallons. In excavating for solid rock 
to which to tie the core, nothing of 
a solid character was found, so the 
plan for the reservoir has been tem- 
porarily abandoned. 


Also, in conjunction with our 
water needs, arises the problem of 
conveying water to points through- 
out the Estate far removed from the 
existing distribution system. It is 
necessary to provide water for fruit 
trees, the mixing of concrete, and 
the watering of crops that are on a 
high elevation where the water pres- 
sure is inadequate. To cope with 
this problem, the Department has 
purchased a specially built tank hay- 
ing a capacity of 500 gallons which 
is designed to be conveyed on a 
truck or trailes o these remote 
points. Agi Fa

housing facilities at the Estate have 
been somewhat overtaxed.

Is is planned that 
classes in weaving will be organized 
shortly as well as instruction in other 
crafts now under consideration. The 
painting of Lemurian seals and the 
making of slides for illustrated lec- 
tures is a project now being under- 
taken by a group of artistically- 
minded students. 

It is expected that within a very 
short time our craft center will be 
humming with activity and the re- 
sults of our efforts will be an inspi- 
ration to greater enthusiasm and a 
step toward self-sufficiency.

Modern surgeons have explored

hear of “discbvering the 
ciple? Did ure 
cal science ever find à thought in 
the brain of a human being? Did 
it ever locate an idea in the mind o 
man? Did it ever find a railroad 
engine, a radio instrument, a steel 
foundry, an automobile in the head 
of man? Yet we all know that all 
these emanated from, and grew out 
of, an idea, an intangible, undis- 
covered thought in the mind of man. 
Everything that exists, every mech- 
anism,,every structure that man has 
created is but the materialization of 
one of these unmeasurable thoughts 
or invisible ideas. Yet no surgeon 
has ever been able to dissect one, 
perform an operation on one, or re- 
move one from the human brain. 


No scientist ever saw a thought, 
yet we all admit that a thought 
exists, and that it is the most power- 
ful thing in the world. 


Did anyone ever find love or hate 
in the heart of man, or seated any- 
where in his anatomy? Did anyone 
ever locate courage or fear, joy or 
sorrow, good or bad in the organism 
of man? Did a surgeon ever locate 
a conscience, or such a tangible 
thing as individuality, personality or 
genius? Or any one of the great 
characteristics of man — or even 
character itself? Did anyone ever 
discover poetry, or music, or art, or 
science, in the anatomy of man? Can 
anyone find in the Doctor the organ 
that makes him a great surgeon?

For many years, physical scientists 
were materially minded, believing 
that the soul was nothing but the 
resultant of bodily powers; that it 
lived while the body lived and died 
when it died.

The most 
exacting of scientific men today, 
recognize the dual nature of man, 
that he possesses both body and soul, 
and that the soul, which is his life 
or mind, is an expression of energy, 
and as such is indestructible.

Our Lemurian Manual 


For some time the need has been 
expressed students and friends 
of the Temple of the Jewelled Cross 
for a brochure explaining the aims, 
ideals, and work of the Temple to- 


~ gether with instructions as to how 


to enter into the inner activities of 
its Great Work. With the publication 
of “Our Lemurian Manual” this need 
has been fulfilled in a most compre- 
hensive and yet concise manner. 

Prepared and released under the 
authority of the Lemurian Grand 
Council of the Temple of the Jew- 
elled Cross, the booklet covers the 
entire scope of the esoteric activities 
of the LEMOU IAN FELLOWSHIP, as 
well as the standards upheld by the 
Temple and how they apply to the 
creation of a New Race and a New 
Order of civilization. 


Beginning with the history and 
tradition of the Temple of the Jew- 
elled Cross, the manual describes 
the Mukulian Sacred Culture, Sa- 
cred School, and Sacred Govern- 
ment. The continuity of the Temple 
from the Great Pyramid to modern 
1 is traced in this opening sec- 

on. 


The ideals and principles of the 
5 0 dad of the Jewelled Cross, cen- 
tered upon the symbols of the Jew- 
elled Cross and Rainbow Star, are 
correlated to the twelve virtues of a 
Christed character and the twelve 
departments through which these vir- 
tues find practical expression. The 
qualifications for membership, the 
objectives of the Temple as expressed 
in the Constitution, and details of 
organization, meetings, financing, 
and personnel are considered in 
turn. 


The relationship of the Temple of 
the Jewelled Cross to the Lemuntan 
FzLLOWSH IV and the Gateway Es- 
tate is described in the section on 
“Affiliations and Placement.”

Among those listed, however, 
are several of great import; namely, 
that each member 16 have the op- 
porni of participating 7 70 or 
ndirectly in the formulation of plans 
for the integration of the New Race 
and its Divine Order; that each 
member shall enjoy the protection of 
the Temple of the Jewelled Cross 
and the Great Masters who are its 
Guardians; that each member shall 
have taken important steps leading 
to perfection of body, brilliance of 
mind, and nobility of character; and 
that each member shall help to build 
a free world — free of ignorance, 
free of oppression, free of poverty, 
and free of pain. 


The Manual closes with a few 
items of general character such as 
the Pledge of Allegiance, the Lem- 
urian Blessing, and the Lemurian 
Benediction which show the pro- 
found ethical and moral background 
of the Great Work. 


Both the general membership of 
the Lemunian FeLLowsmip and the 
2 755 public will welcome this 

rief but comprehensive description 
of the Temple of the Jewelled Cross.

This department of the LEM- 
URIAN AMBASSADOR is the an- 
swer to many requests from students 
who desire to 5189 a vegetarian 
diet, but who lack the proper menus 
for a well balanced meal. We invite 
those who have experience with such 
a diet to write short interesting arti- 
cles for the benefit of those still 
young in this endeavor. We also de- 
sire the students to contribute their 
favorite recipes for future printings. 


The following menus have been 
planned in conformance with the 
natural diet which is one of the 
ideals of the Lemuntan FELLOWSHIP, 
Present day limitations have been 
taken into consideration so the 
menus are not as near the ideal as 
they might be. However, they have 
been planned in compatible combi- 
nations so that those who wish to 
follow them may have greater body 
efficiency. Those who desire may add 
some type of bread to those meals 
where it is not indicated, but that 
meal would not then be of the com- 
patible type. An effort has been made 
to satisfy outdoor workers; thus some 
meals may be too concentrated for 
the indoor worker of sedentary hab- 
its. Those who have already adapted 
themselves to the dietary of an al- 
most entirely raw nature well re- 
cognize the larger quantity of energy 
released thru that kind of dietar 

ractice and will probably wah 
arger portions of the items of food 
in their natural state. It is always 
found to be the experience of those 
who have followed the practice of 
eating their foods in proper com- 
binations that they do not need to 
eat as large a quantity.
